23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  an  Incinerator  at  a  cost 
not  to  exceed  $10,000.00,  this  amount  to  be  appropriated  and  raised, 
and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  to  supervise  and 
arrange  the  building  of  same. 

24.  To  see  what  action  the  voters  of  Gorham  will  take  to  appr- 
opriate and  raise  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  purpose  of  covering  necess- 
ary expenditures  in  connection  with  taking  over  all  lots  adjacent  to  the 
original  Evans  Cemetery,  and  incorporating  same.

29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Road  Agent  to 
put  all  catch  basins  in  condition  to  handle  drainage  of  streets  properly. 
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30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
amount  of  $200.00  for  Publicity  Advertising,  to  be  used  at  the  discret- 
ion of  the  selectmen.    . 

31.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  permanent  roads. 

32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  observe  the  one  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  incorporation  of  the  town  of  Gorham  in  July,  1936; 
and  if  approved  that  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  centennial  comm- 
ittee of  five  members  to  make  necessary  arrangements.

We  recommend  that  a  catch  basin  be  installed  on  Church  Street 
Extension  near  the  residence  of  Mr.  Boivin. 

We  recommend  the  following  article  be  placed  in  the  Town 
Warrant:  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  all  trucks  a  rate  of  $1.00 
per  hour. 

We  recommend  that  the  Road  Agent  put  all  catch  basins  in 
condition  to  handle  drainage  of  streets  properly. 
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We  recommend  the  amount  of  $200  be  appropriated  and  raised 
for  Publicity  advertising  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Selectmen. 

There  are  several  streets  that  need  to  be  rebuilt  and  all  streets 
need  tarring  and  we  therefore  recommend  the  sum  of  $6000  be  raised 
and  appropriated  for  permanent  roads.

Auditor's  Report 


This  is  to  certify  that  we  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the 
various  departments  of  the  Town  of  Gorham  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
January  31,  1935  and  report  as  follows: 

The  receipts  of  the  town  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  Selectmen 
and  Town  Treasurer  were  checked  as  to  source  and  amount. 

The  disbursements  of  the  town  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  were  checked  with  the  vouchers  and 
checks  drawn.  All  checks  were  signed  by  at  least  two  of  the  selectmen 
and  countersigned  by  the  Town  Treasurer.  All  revenue  turned  in  to 
the  Town  Treasurer  was  covered  by  proper  receipts  and  was  deposited 
with  the  White  Mountain  National  Bank  or  the  Berlin  City  National 
Bank. 

The  dog  license  account  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  Town 
Clerk,  shows  that  certain  sums  for  damages  caused  by  dogs,  were  paid 
by  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  amount  deducted  from  the  dog  license  rev- 
enue, the  balance  of  revenue,  less  fees  for  collecting,  then  turned  in  to 
the  Town  Treasurer  as  amount  received  for  dog  licenses.  It  is  our 

opinion  that  all  revenue,  less  fees  for  collecting,  should  have  been  turn- 
ed in  to  the  town  treasurer  and  that  the  bills  for  damages  should  have 
been  paid  by  the  Selectmen. 

The  Town  Clerk's  accounts  of  revenue  from  Motor  Vehicle  Per- 
mits were  checked  with  the  books  of  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer. 

The  accounts  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  Department  were  checked 
with  the  books  of  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer.  AH  payrolls 

were  signed  by  the  employees  or  their  recognized  agents. 

The  accounts  of  the  Highway  Department  were  checked  with 
the  books  of  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer.  All  payrolls  were 

signed  by  the  employees  or  their  recognized  agents. 

The  accounts  of  the  Library  Department  were  checked  with  the 
books  of  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer. 

The  accounts  of  the  District  Nursing  Department  were  checked 
with  the  books  of  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer. 
The  accounts  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  were  examined. 
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The  accounts  of  the  Municipal  Court  were  examined  and  the 
Court  Docket  checked  with  the  Complaints  and  Warrants.  The  acc- 
ount shows  that  $100.00,  the  balance  of  salary  due  the  Judge  of  the 
Court,  was  deducted  from  the  Court  revenue  and  the  balance  of  rev- 
enue turned  in  to  the  Town  Treasurer.  The  Selectmen  should  have 
paid  the  salary  account  in  the  usual  way  and  the  Judge  of  the  Court 
should  have  turned  in  all  revenue  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  accounts  of  the  Tax  Collector,  including  the  amount  comm- 
itted for  collection,  the  amount  collected  including  the  special  taxes,  on 
previous  years  uncollected  taxes,  on  property  taxes  sold,  interest,  dis- 
counts and  abatements  were  checked  with  the  books  of  the  Selectmen 
and  Town  Treasurer. 

The  accounts  of  the  Fire  Department  were  checked  with  the 
books  of  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer.  We  suggest  that  pay 

rolls  be  used  in  this  department. 

Payrolls  and  invoices  were  attached  to  vouchers.
